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cavities when the fixing legs are glued on to the skin of the 
patient's nose. 

38. System according/ to Claim 29, wherein the air tubes 
are comprised of flexible material. 

39. System accordinqf to Claim 29, wherein a respective tube 
end of the air tube inserted into a patient's nostril is fixable 
thereon by a holding device adapted to the shape of the nostril. 

40. System according to Claim 39, wherein the respective 
tube end is fastened t© the holding device so as to be held in 
an area of the nostril /ad j acent to the tip of the patient's nose. 

41. System accdra^rifo to Claim 29, wherein a probe is 
insertable from out s/LdeKinto at least one of the air tubes to 
interrupt a supply off exhaled air to the sensor. 

42. System according to Claim 41, wherein the probe is one 
of aligned with a tube end inserted in the patient's nasal cavity 
and at least partiaMy inserted into the tube end. 

43. System according to Claim 41, wherein the probe is an 
oxygen probe .
